/pledges of $1,434,164. 

Charles R. Morgan, chairman of 
the employe group, told campaign 
leaders at the luncheon that the 
total for his division included tele- 
phone reports from companies 
which have not yet completed their 
solicitation and that the total for 
the division includes a conserva- 
tive estimate of these anticipated 
returns,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1 (AP).— 
Ration point values have been re- 
duced for beef, and no points at all 
will be required for the purchase 
of grapefruit juice and canned 
sauerkraut, the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration announced today. The 
changes are effective Sunday. 


The entire list of rationed beef 
items, from hamburger to porter- 
house steak, was cut one to three 
points a pound. 

The new processed food chart 
shows the greatest number of point 
reductions made at one time since 
the start of rationing. There are 15. 

Along with grapefruit juice, other 
citrus juices were given a zero 
point rating. 

Also taken off rationing were 
r-ady-to-serve soups, which the 
OPA explained are soups to which

Reduction for canned and bot- 
tled vegetables include a cut for 
green or waxed beans from 8 to 5 
points for a No. 2 can; carrots 
from 8 to 5 points, spinach from 
19 to 12, and baked beans from 
14 to 10. 

Both butter and margarine re- 
main at their present point values, 
16 points and six points a pound, 
respectively. 

Numerous beef cuts are listed in 
the new table at or near the rela- 
tively low point values of last’ 
spring. Porterhouse steak will 
cost nine points a pound under the 
new schedule, as against 12 at pres- 
ent; top round, 10 points, as com- 
pared with 13; the 10-inch rib 
roast, six against nine; rump, five 
against eight. 

Hamburger will cost six points, 
a reduction of one point. 

The schedule effects fairly sharp 
increases in point values for all 
types of cheeses and major canned 
fish items. 

American cheese is increased two 
points to 10 a pound, while cream 
cheese is boosted three points to 
eight points a pound, Such types 
as Swiss, Munster and Brie will 
cost eight p-'-ts, up two from the

‘Mediums Blast Airfields 
in Northern France 
After Night Raid by 
R.A. F. Mosquitoes.

LONDON, Dec, 1 (AP).—Amerti- 

can heavy bombers, in their third 
assault in three days, bombed 
Western Germany again today 
while Marauder mediums battered 
airfields in Northern France. 
The daylight attacks made it the 
fourth day of round-the-clock 
bombing of Germany itself. Mon- 
day it was Bremen, yesterday it 
was Solingen in the Ruhr.

F.D.R. Vetoes Dec. 7 ‘Service Day’ 
As ‘Singularly Inappropriate 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt has vetoed a 
resolution of Congress which 
would have designated Dec. 7 as 
Armed Services Honor day. He ex- 
plained that he considers the com- 
memoration of Pearl Harbor day 
in any way as “singularly inap- 
propriate.” 

In a message to the Senate to- 
day he said further that it would 
be premature to establish during 
the course of the war a day to 
commemorate those serving in the 
military forces. 

“T consider the commemoration 
of the day fixed in the measure to 
be singularly inappropriate,” his 
message said. “December seven, 
two years ago, {is a day that is re- 
membered in this country as one 


of infamy on the part of a treach-

erous enemy. The day itself re- 
quires no reminder, and its anni- 
versary should rather serve to 
cause all the people of the nation 
to increase their efforts contribut- 
ing to the successful prosecution 
of the war. 

“Furthermore, {t seems to me 
premature to establish at this time 
a day to be set aside to honor and 
commemorate all who have served 
in the armed forces of the United 
States during the course of the 
present war. I think a more suit- 
able date can be selected for this 
purpose, and that future events 
will ordain the proper date for 
such a commemoration.”

Minister Churchill, Marshal Stalin 
and Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek must be agreement on meas- 
ures for winning the war. 

Above and beyond this lie the 
intangible benefits which political 
observers here believe are to be 
gained from close personal rela- 
tionships among the Allied govern- 
ment chiefs and their ranking staff 
officers.

1096 JAPS KILLED ON 
BOUGAINVILLE RIDGE

WITH UNITED STATES 
FORCES ON BOUGAINVILLE, 
Nov. 28 (Delayed) (AP).—By ac- 
tual count of bodies, the Japanese 
lost 1096 dead in their unsuccessful 
battle to prevent, American forces 
from capturing Piva Ridge in Bou- 
gainville. 

Enemy casualties in what has 
become known as the Battle of 
. Civik Ridge, raised the total Japa- 
nese dead for the entire Bougain- 
ville campaign through Nov. 26 to 
2014. American Marines invaded 
the Northern Solomons island 
Nov. 1. 

Fighting through Nov. 26 cost 
the United States 281 killed and 
145 missing. No official count of 
wounded is available. The Ameri- 
can losses included one lieutenant 
colonel. and 20 other officers. 

The Piva Ridge battle was re- 
mamed for Steve Civik of Allen- 
town, Pa., Marine platoon leader 
who led four attacks up the ma- 
chine gun-studded slope and sur- 
vived. 

It was the sharpest fighting of 
the entire Bougainville campaign, 
and included one of the heaviest 
artillery barrages ever laid down 
to support a Marine Corps action.

AUSTRALIANS TAKE 
BONGA, NEW GUINEA 


SOUTHWEST PACIFIC AL- 
LIED HEADQUARTERS, Dec. 1 
(AP).—The fall of Bonga, seaward 
anchor of the main Japanese sup- 
ply line on Huon peninsula, New 
Guinea, to Australian troops was 
announced today by Gen. Dorglas 
MacArthur. 

The Australians, moving up the 
northeastern coast of the penin- 
sula from’ Finschhaffen, occupied 
Bonga Nov. 29 without opposition. 
They also took the village of Gu- 
sika and established positions at 
the mouth of Kalueng River on 
the south bank after wiping out 
an enemy force. 

The coastal advance developed 
into one prong of a pincer move- 
ment, with the Australians mov- 
ing westward from Bonga along 
the south bank of the Kalueng 
toward Wareo, which is the objec- 
tive of another Allied force push- 
ing northward from Sattelberg in 
the interior. 

Stiff enemy resistance met the 
interior force as it crossed the 
Song River. Wareo is the western 
terminus of the supply trail to 
Bonga. 

Allied naval and air units 
helped the ground forces in the 
Bonga occupation, the planes 
bombing Japanese aviation :facili- 
ties at Cape Gloucester, western- 
most point of nearby New Britain 
Island, and light warships bom- 
barding the Sio enemy plane and 
barge area to the north of Bonga. 

Twenty-nine Mitchell and Ma- 
rauder medium bombers dropped 
46 tons of bombs on the Cape 
Gloucester airstrips and supply 
dumps, setting fires and pinning 
potential aerial aid to the Huon 
Japanese to the ground.

Agreement on Stripping Japan. 
One point on which all the Allies 
involved in the Pacific war seem 
agreed is that wnen Japan finally 
is defeated it must be reduced to 
a- minor island power. This was 
made clear in President Roose- 
velt’s Sept. 17 speech to Congress, 
in which he declared that the 
United Nations will deprive it of 
authority over the mandated 
islands of the Pacific “and the 
same thing holds good in the case 
of the vast territories which Japan 
has stolen from China, starting 
long before this war began.” 
The President also laid down in 
that speech the military principle 
that the “forces operating against 
Japan... are just as much inter- 
related and dependent on each 
Other as are the forces pounding 
against Germany in Europe.” 
The weak link in this chain of 
interdependence is China because 
its huge resources in man power 
are cut off from anything more 
than a trickle of supplies. from 
the United States and Great Brit- 
ain. It seems certain, therefore, 
that strategical considerations of 
the three powers able jointly to 
defeat Japan must be concerned 
first with ways of clearing a sup- 
ply route into China. 
Regarding the rumors of peace 
talk, which have led to specula- 
tion that the Allied leaders actu- 
ally might have under considera- 
tion some definite overture from 
Germany, the Nazi-controlled Paris 
radio quoted anonymous. Vatican 
officials today as denying that any 
peace overtures had been made 
through the Holy See “in order to 
eliminate any vain hopes that the 
world might have.”

“There was no embargo or re- 
striction, agreed or otherwise, on 
sending anywhere in the world a 
story breaking in Lisbon. If there 
had been such an embargo Reuters 
would have observed it. 

“Reuters was not allowed to pub- 
lish the message in London, The 
position is that Reuters was at lib- 
erty to deliver the message to 
overseas newspaper clients of Reu- 
ters but was not at liberty to de- 
liver it to British newspapers. 

“Reuters further point out that 
European radio stations have car- 
ried numerous rumors of this 
meeting during the past week and 
that the ‘America calling’ radio 
service from Algiers broadcast a 
report of a Cairo meeting to Eu- 
rope on Nov. 30.” 

Technicality Let Dispatch Through 

Reuters could send the story 
abroad although unable to issue it 
in London because of a British 
censorship provision which permits 
transit through London of mes- 
sages from other points like Lis- 
bon and Ankara without interfer- 
ence—on the ground they could he 
sent out by other routes anyway. 

Such transit messages cannot be 
altered in passing through London 
and neither can they be distributed 
in Britain if domestic censorship 
rules apply. - 

The Berlin radio today quoted 
the Bern correspondent of the 
Swedish newspaper, Svenska Dag-

London Hears Allies Re- 
fused to Consider 
Overtures Made by 
Anti-Hitler Faction.

LONDON, Dec. 1 (AP).—A group 
of old-life professional German sol- 
diers, supported by many Junker 
industrialists, agrarians and diplo- 
mats, is understood to be awaiting 
the opportune moment. to over- 
throw Hitler’s government, in the 
hope of obtaining peace terms 
which would leave enough of Ger- 
man militarism to form the core 
of a new world conquest. . 

This group, according to reports 
from Germany, already has made 
informal armistice overtures, which 
were not regarded by the Allies as 
tenders at all and which were dis- 
missed without discussion because 
they did not originate formally 
with the German Government and 
also fell far. short of the United 
Nations’ unconditional surrender 
formula. 

Warnings against Germany’s 
peace balloons have been given by 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull, 
British Minister of Information 
Brendan Bracken and others, and 
it is highly questionable that the 
anti-Hitler faction could , make 
good on any peace promises at 
this stage of the war. The Nazis 
themselves, moreover, would not 
hesitate to promote such promises 
in order to create disunity and 
complacency among the Allies. 

The reports, which come through 
channels considered reliable al- 
though they cannot be identified, 
say the anti-Hitler group is head- 
ed by Field Marshal Karl von 
Rundstedt, Field Marshal Walther 
von Brauchitsch, Field Marshal 
Fedor von Brock and Grand Adm. 
Erich Raeder. They and their 
supporters are said to be con- 
vinced there is no hope for a Ger- 
man military victory, but are de- 
termined to fight on in the hope 
of obtaining “reasonable” armis- 
tice terms. 

Hitler knows of the existence of 
this group, but, unable to liquidate 
it because of its strength, plays it 
off instead against the Nazi party 
and military leaders like Field 
Marshal Erwin Rommel, Gen. Al- 
fred Jodl, Gen, Kurt Zeitzler and 
Adm. Karl Doenitz, chief of the 
German fleet. 

The first peace overture came 
from another group supported by 
some of Hitler’s own tools, and it 
was this which cast suspicion on 
the motives. It was directed to 
certain circles in Russia and pro- 
posed an end to the eastern war 
front, with the Germans withdraw- 
ing to the 1939 frontier line in 
Poland and concluding economic 
and military agreements with Rus- 
sia to freeze Britain out of Europe, 

The second overture, from the 
same group, was directed to Brit- 
ain and suggested an armistice to 
allow Germany to concentrate on 
Russia. . 

The third offer, which came 
principally from the generals and 
Junkers and still ig open, asked 
these concessions in exchange for 
the overthrow of Hitler: 

1. Guarantee that, Germany 
would be occupied by forces from 
the west or United Nations forces 
under a joint American-British 
command—a precaution against 
Russian occupation. | 

2. Guarantee that Germany 
would be permitted to retain a re- 
duced army to insure against ‘civil 
war, demobilizing gradually after 
a republican government was 
elected and established. 

3. Guarantee that Germany 
would be allowed the right of eco- 
nomic rehabilitation.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1 The 
high-pressure activity of the \jn- 
surance lobby in behalf of/the 


pending House and Senate bills to 
exempt fire insurance firms from 
the antimonopoly laws was exposed 
in a scathing House floor speech 
yesterday by Representative Sam 
M. Russell (Dem.), Texas. 

In the first direct congressional 
attack on the smooth-rolling, pow- 
erful insurance lobby, Russell re- 
vealed the manner in which it 


sought to enlist his aid in pushing 
through the exemption bills. 

Russell said he first heard about 
the bills on reading an editorial 
in a Texas paper, which denounced 
the lobby. 

“It was just a few days after I 
read this newspaper article,” he 
said, “that I began to realize fully 
that the lobby mentioned in the 
article was at work. _ My office 
was besieged with letters addressed 
to me by insurance agents all over 
my district, as well as from all 
over my state. 

“These letters were in the form 
of what we call ‘canned’ letters, in 
that the substance and the word- 
ing were practically the same in 
all the letters. 

State’s Rights Issue Raised. 

“Mind you, this was before I 
knew the numbérs of the bills 
and the names of the authors. 
The letters stated ing substance 
that if either of these bills be- 
. Came a law, it would not only 
preserve the particular’ state’s 
rights involved but would stop the 
Government from prosecuting in- 
surance companies, and would pre- 
vent the setting up of another 
bureaucratic control in Washing- 
ton to further harass and hound 
the people; that the states had 
always regulated the insurance 
companies, and they wanted the 
states to continue doing so; and 
that support of these bills would 
be in favor of this. 

“As stated, I had not seen the 
bills at that time, and I did not 
know who the authors were. I 
answered about 50 letters, stating 
that the doctrine of states’ rights 
was traditional with me, and, also, 
that the antitrust laws were tra- 
ditional with the people of my 
section. I observed that the doc- 
trine of states’ rights and the anti- 
trust laws had a basic principle 
in common, each having for its 
purpose the prevention of the 
centralization of power. 

“TIT told these insurance agents I 
could not support any bill that 
would immunize any competitive 
business from the antitrust laws, 
because these laws meant much to 
the people.”

Terms Bills Misleading. 


The identical exemption. bills in- 

troduced in the House and the 
Senate, he went on, are mislead- 
ing and have “camouflaged” fronts, 
like the insurance lobby itself. 
At this point Representative Joha 
E. Rankin (Dem.), Mississippi, in- 
terrupted to point out that Senator 
O'Mahoney of Wyoming had pre- 
sented figures to the Senate show- 
ing the average rate of premium 
per $100 of insurance paid in each 
State, as compared with payments 
for fire losses. 
“It shows,” said Rankin, “that 
the State of Mississippi pays the 
highest rate per $100 of any state 
in the Union, yet its per cent loss 
paid to premiums is only 4 per cent. 
There is something wrong about 
this whole insurance business when 
they come rushing in here with 
these facts staring them in the 
face, and ask us to forestall the 
Supreme Court decision by an act 
of Congress.” ° 
Rankin Assails Bills. 


Rankin took up the discussion 
again, saying that the purpose of 
the bills was to oust the Supreme 
Court from jurisdiction in passing 
on the Government’s appeal from 
the decision of a United States Dis- 
trict Judge at Atlanta freeing the 
fire insurance companies from 
their indictments, 


The legislation, he said, would 
also be a'‘slap in the face of the 
Supreme Court. Some sponsors of 
the bills, he declared, have admit- 
ted they do not like the present 
personnel of:the court, and there- 
fore are seeking to insult the court 
by robbing it of its jurisdiction in 
the insurance cases. 

He reviewed the notorious Mis- 
souri insurance rate compromise 
case, which sent Boss T. J. Pen- 
dergast of Kansas City and former 
Insurance Commissioner R. Em- 
mett O’Malley to prison on income 
tax evasion charges, and referred 
to the case as the “little Teapot 
Dome scandal.” 

Asa former prosecutor and State 
judge, Russell said, he is con- 
vinced, after a study of the indict- 
ments against the Southeastern 
Underwriters /Association, that the 
defendants have violated the Fed- 
eral laws and\should be punished. 
If the insurance: companies are 
immunized from prosecution by 
adoption of the pending legislation, 
he said, certainly all business has 
the same right to immunization. 
“It is the little policyholders who 
need the protection. It is their 
money, often paid under hardship 
and great sacrifice, that has en- 
abled this industry to grow as it

“That’s the way I feel,” he said 
emphatically, “and that is the way 
I intend to work, and it is for 
that reason that I stand here to- 
day with all the powers, mental 
and physical, that I have, to pro- 
test the passage of this ill-timed, 
unfair and deceiving piece of leg- 
islation.” 

Not all of the insurance agents 
in his district joined in the lobby, 
he continued. One agent wrote 
Russell, in part: “This bill has 
been espoused by the big .New 
Yogk companies, but for the life 
of me, I cannot see why the com- 
panies should not come under the 
antitrust laws like other business. 
To make insurance companies sub- 
ject to the antitrust laws would 
not mean that State regulation 
would be in any way affected; it 
would merely mean that violation 
of Federal antitrust laws would 
bring retribution. If such laws are 
good for any other business, it 
stands to reason that they would 
be good for the insurance business 
—not necessarily for the com- 
panies, but for the public, which 
should be your and my major con- 
cern.”

RULING SERVICE MEN NEEDN'T 
BE REGISTERED 10 VOTE

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 1. — 
Missourians qualified to vote, who 
are absent in military or naval 
service, are entitled to vote an ab- 
sentee ballot in a special, primary 
or general election, regardless of 
whether they are registered under 
existing laws, the Attorney Gener- 
al’s department ruled today in an 
opinion to the St. Louis County 
Board of Election Commissioners. 

The opinion, by Assistant Attor- 
ney General W. O. Jackson, pointed 
out that an act passed by the .1943 
Legislature, which became effec- 
tive Nov. 22, exempts electors ab- 
sent in military or naval service, 
on election day, from provisions of 
any existing registration laws. Such 
an individual who happened to be 
at his home on election day, on 
furlough or for other reasons, could 
not vote in pe however, un- 
less his name/Wwas ofthe registra- 
tion lists, it (was said. 

Another act passed by the 1943 
Legislature prescribed the pro- 
cedure for persons, absent in the 
armed forces, to obtain and cast 
absentee ballots.

‘More Convenient and Accessible Than One 


Now Being Used,’ 
Field, Says 


Meaning Lambert 
Resolution. 


A resolution urging considera- 
tion of the advantages of an East 
St. Louis location for a major air- 
port for the St. Louis area was 
adopted by the East St. Louis City 
Council today, at the instance of 
Mayor John T, Connors. 

The resolution urged the Illinois 
Senators and Representatives to 
present to the National Advisory 
Committee for Aeronautics, and to 
any other official body concerned 
in the location of an airport in 
this area, the merits of an East 
St. Louis air base, with specific 
mention of Curtiss-Steinberg Field. 

Such a location, the resolution 
says, would be more convenient 
and accessible than “that now 
being used”—meaning Lambert-St. 
Louis Field—and would tend to 
create greater air mail service, 
with resultant benefit to business. 
It states that East St. Louis has 
within its boundaries “much ter- 
ritory which could be readily im- 
proved and made commensurate 
with the expected air travel of the 
future. Curtiss-Steinberg Field is 
south of East St. Louis, seven or 
eight minutes’ drive from Mac- 
Arthur Bridge. * 


Mayor Connors said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter: 

“We feel that, if the Government 
is interested in a large air base in 
this vicinity, it should not take the 
word of St. Louis interests without 
investigating the possibilities over 
here.” ; 

Milton M. Kinsey, Director of 
Public Utilities for St. Louis, and 
chairman of the Municipal Airpert 
Commission, said when told of the 
East St. Louis Council's action: 
“The City of St. Louis is primarily 
interested in construction of an 
airport on this side of the river. 
The proposed Tesson Ferry site 
would be near the homes of many 
air passengers, as the greater part 
of the city’s passenger traffic orig- 
inates or ends west of Union boule- 
vard. However, this city has not 
abandoned interest in a possible 
East Side location, but we would 
have to be assured that the field 
and improvements would not be 
taxed.” 

A movement is now on foot for 
establishment of an East Side Mu- 
nicipal Airport Authority, which 
would extend into Madison as well 
as St. Clair County, and would 
include East St. Louis and the Tri- 
Cities, 


nell requested prosecutors and 
Sheriffs of 27 Missouri counties to 
report to him on operation of fed- 
erally licensed gambling machines 
in their counties.

Wallach said search warrants in 
St. Louis County had been issued 
in “hundreds of cases upon the 
slightest complaint or suspicion.” 
He also referred to the recent 
seizure of about 400 coin-operated 
machines which had been moved 
from St. Louis to the county for

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DRAFT BOARD 
QUITS IN SNARL 
OVER WAR WORKER 


Passed Engineer for In- 
duction, in Mixup, De- 
clines to Reverse Ac- 
tion as Ordered. 


All seven members of the First 
Ward Draft Board have. resigned 
because State Selective Service 
Headquarters insisted they re 
classify for deferment a war plant 
chemical engineer, whom they had 
classified 1-A for immediate in- 
duction into military service. 

Shirley D. Gregson, president of 
the Gregson Furniture Co., 4230 
North Broadway, a member of the 
board, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter the entire membership had 
signed a letter of resignation at 
a meeting last night, but he de 
clined to elaborate, referring in- 
quiries to State headquarters at 
Jefferson City. 

Col. Claude C. Earp, State di- 
rector of Selective Service, said 
the resignations, effective « today, 
had been received .this morning, 
but he also declined to comment. 

From an authoritative source, 
however, the Post-Dispatch learned 
that the draft board had reclassi- 


Vfied to 1-A a young chemist, who 


was graduated last year from St. 
Louis University and was em- 
ployed at a war production plant 
here at his highest skill, in ac- 
cordance aevith selective service 
provisions for granting deferments 
to essential workers. 

The draft board, it was said, 
took the young chemist’s case up 
with the St. Louis office of the 
United States Employment Serv- 
ice, which instructed board mem- 
bers to induct the young man, 
whose name was not. disclosed. 
The area office of USES caught 
the error made by the local office 
and the State board halted the 
young man’s induction.

UN NONPOLITICAL 
FIOM, GAME BOARD 


Senator Cope of Clayton 
Presents Plan to Give 
Legislature, Governor 
More Control.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 1—The 
nonpolitical State Conservation 
Commission setup came under fur- 
ther attack before the Agriculture 
Committee of the Constitutional 
Convention last night on a pro- 
posal presented by former State 
Senator Clyde C. Cope of Clayton. 

The Cope opposition, while not 
as destructive of the nonpartisan 
principle as that of the Downes- 
Brown proposal, considered seyeral 
weeks ago, is a chiseling of: the 
Conservation Commission  struc- 
ture, and if successful would de- 
prive the commission of its pow- 
ers of regulation and would tend 
to make Of it a politically-domi- 
nated body. 

The Convention Committee has 
the two proposals under considera- 
tion and will decide within the next 
few weeks whether to report to 
the convention a_ rejection of 
either or both, or the retention of 
the present setup unchanged, 

Details of Proposals. 

The Downes-Brown proposal pro- 
vides for abolishing the nonpoliti- 
cal commission, which is appointed 
by the Governor, and substituting 
one commissioner to be elected in 
a Statewide election. Except for 
a provision of doubtful effective- 
ness that the commissioner be 
elected on a nonpolitical ballot, the 
proposal would return conserva- 
tion to the political hunting 
grounds of the old partisan Fish 
and Game Commission. 

Cope’s proposal is that the num- 
ber of commissioners be _  in- 
creased from four to six, retain- 


‘ing the bipartisan feature; that 


the Governor be given power to 
remove commissioners, that the 
nonpaid commission, be placed on 
salary, and that the Legislature be 
empowered “to fix the salaries, and 
that the Supreme Court be given 
power to pass upon the reasonable- 
ness of the commission’s regula- 
tions. 

Jack Waters, editor of the Co- 
lumbia Tribune, representative of 
the Conservation Federation of 
Missouri at the hearing last night, 
raised objections to ‘the proposal. 
He said’ he was unable to see the 
merit in the contention of Cope 
and other speakers that an in- 
crease in the size of the commis- 
sion would mean greater efficiency 
and a more iy sca = cabo mony 

Objects to Salary Provision. 

He particularly objected to the 
provision placing the commission- 
ers on salaries, asserting that it 
would most certainly result in po- 
litical candidates for the places, 
with the danger that the commis- 
sion might be made up of men 
who had no personal interest in 
conservation but an interest only 
in a salaried job. 

This provision, he sald, coupled 
with the one giving the Governor 
power to remove commissioners, 
could easily turn conservation 
back to the politicians through the 
power which would be given the 
Governor to remove the entire 
commission if he desired to reward 
political friends, 

Waters found no particular ob- 
jection to review of regulations by 
the Supreme Court other than that

Cope was supported in his argu- 
ment for the’ proposal by Paul 
Houser of St. Louis, representing 
the Anglers of Missouri, a fisher- 
men’s organization, and by several 
others, 

All the speakers said they did 
not desire the outright repeal of 
the present plan and a return to 
the old Fish and Game. Depart- 
ment setup, but said they believed 
the changes proposed by Cope 
would be beneficial, 

There is considerable opposition 
in the convention to the Conserva- 
tion Commission, although the ex- 
tent of it is not gvet apparent. The 
amendment creating the present 
commission was adopted by the 
voters in 1936 by a majority of 
two and one-half to one.

The plan was enacted as a con- 
stitutional amendment in 1940, It 
provides for appointment of judges 
by the Governor whenever vacan- 
cies exist. Each judge must sub- 
mit every six years to an election 
to determine whether or not he

The strategic 
port, captured by the’ Germans 
from Yugoslay Partisans in a vio- 
lent battle soon after the Italian 
armistice, has been transformed 
by Marshal Erwin Rommel into 
one of his most important bases 
for Balkan operations. 


“Continuous” Air Attacks. 

The advance sby Gen. Sir Bernard 
L. Montgomery’s troops was made 
with the support of waves of 
planes which made the German 
positions shake with detonations 
of explosives. On Sunday night 
the British destroyers Quillan and 
Loyal shelled the Germans from 
the sea. 

The Allied communique said light 
bombers, fighter - bombers and 
fighters yesterday made “continu- 
ous and intensive bomb and ma- 
chine-gun attacks” on German 
‘ground positions and communica- 
‘tions in the battle area, while 
‘light bombers attacked communi- 
cations and military traffic to the 
north between Pescara and An- 
cona. 

Nine waves of Allied bombers 
and 50 formations of Allied fight- 
ers and fighter-bombers swept 
over the Eighth Army front and 
left Nazi strongpoints shattered 
heaps of rubble. 

Bitter Resistance. 

“The Germans are offering very 
fierce resistance for every inch of 
ground,” a military commentator 
said, and as a result are suffering 
huge casualties. But they were 
expected to make violent efforts 
to recapture Sangro Ridge; their 
best defensive position for miles. 

(The German communique, 
broadcast from Berlin, said 
“bloody fighting” had taken place 
along the Sangro and admitted 
that a breach several miles deep 
had been made in German posi- 
tions. 
| (A German military spokesman 
was quoted in a DNB broadcast as 
saying the “British Eighth Army is 
| going into battle on the Sangro 
'with very great forces. A nu- 
'merically far superior enemy air 
force is hammering German ar- 
tillery positions on the northern 
slopes of the mountains of the 
'Sangro valley.”) 

In man-to-man fighting many a 
bitterly resisting German pocket 
that had been left isolated by the 
Eighth Army tide was mopped up 
by British, Indian and New Zea- 
land patrols. In two small towns 
alone mop-up squads took about 
130 prisoners. 

The Fifth Army advance chipped 
off another piece of the mountain 
block barring the road to open 
valleys leading to Rome in the area 
between Venafro and Alfedena. 

In other sectors of the Fifth 
Army front patrols pushed for- 
ward and at Gallucio, four miles 
southwest of Venafro, there were 
heavy artillery duels.

He appeared to oppose the 
House-approved bill to bar price 
control subsidies after Jan. 1, and 
contended that for every subsidy 
dollar paid out of the Treasury 
this year consumers have saved 
about $2.50 through controlled 
prices, 

Estimates Subsidies’ Cost, 

Green placed the cost of subsi- 
dies this year at 925 million dol- 
lars and estimated consumer sav- 
ings—through avoidance of price 
increases—at $2,373,000,000, 

“If subsidies are outlawed, food 
prices will double within three 
months and treble in six months,” 
he predicted. “This the American 
people do not want and will not 
stand.” 

Expressing belief the present 
subsidy program had been largely 
effective, Green said Congress 
should broaden the plan by giving 
the President and price control 
agencies a direct authorization to 
pay subsidies, 

He said that, up to now, “Con- 
gress has taken no affirmative, 
positive action on any program 
assuring stability of commodity 
prices, while permitting the use 
of subsidies through the limited 
and inadequate channels it left 
open to the executive branch.” 

CIO Spokesmen Urge Repeal, 

Spokesmen for the Congress of 
Industrial Organizations also sup- 
ported subsidies before the Senate 
committee. Jack S. Zucker, Wash- 
ington representative of the CIO 
United Shoe Workers of America, 
asked the committee to strike out 
the Jan. 1 subsidy repeal clause 
put into the Commodity Credit 
Corporation extension bill when it 
passed the House overwhelmingly. 

Zucker said living costs already 
had risen to the point where his 
union and otherg were having to 
ask for wage adjustments, but 
contended costs would go still 
higher if subsidies were outlawed.

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Bombers Hit Jap Warship a Day; 
Navy Makes Carrier Capital Ship 


“Fantastic” 7-1 Victory Air Ratio Almost Embarrasses Navy 
as Task Forces Smash at Rabaul and Bougainville 


WASHINGTON—One a day—that is the record Allied bombers hung up against 
Jap warships during the northern Solomons offensive. The aerial drive began October 
twelfth when three Nipponese destroyers were sent to the bottom. By the middle of 
November, Allied fliers had sunk or damaged more than 40 surface vessels, 

The devastating air blows against the enemy’s fleet are but one indication of mount- 


ing Allied air power in the South Pacific. 


A Navy Department spokesman said that the Navy was almost embarrassed over the 


“fantastic” victory ratios which “challenge 
credulity,” adding that the reports were really 
on the conservative side. 

The enemy fleet has been so badly mauled 
at Rabaul by carrier task forces, the spokes- 
man continued, that Japan should give “ser- 
ious consideration” to complete abandonment 
of the base as “too hot to handle.” 

Almost simultaneously the Navy took a 
momentous step, announcing a tactical reor- 
ganization in the Pacific to group all ships 
except submarines around the aircraft car- 
rier as the new capital ship. The carrier thus 
succeeds to the battleship’s traditional posi- 
tion with the fleet. The carrier’s planes can 
reach out more than 200 miles; the battleship 
can fire 20 miles. 

Now, according to Admiral Chester W. 
Nimitz, “Our time has come to attack.” 

The figures which “almost embarrass” the 
Navy in¢lude a seven to one ratio during a 
wackof heavy raids around Rabaul and 

sougainville, and the November eleventh 
raid on Rabaul harbor by Navy dive bombers 
and torpedo planes from carriers in which the 
Japanese lost a light cruiser and two destroy- 
ers, and had two heavy cruisers, one light 
cruiser and eight destrovers damaged. Jn that 
action the Japs lost 88 planes; we lost 12.

Propellers Cheat Scrap Pile 


WESTERLY, R. I.—Bent and twisted 
like pretzels, duralumin propellers come 
back to the Hamilton Standard plant here to 
get a new lease on life. 

Each month about 1,000 limp in from all 
over the United States, of which about 80 per- 
cent can be saved from the scrap heap. Each 
month more than 800 emerge from the Wes- 
terly “convalescent home,” fully repaired, 
ready to fly again.

“Vought Workers Earn Army-Navy “E” 


STRATFORD, Conn.—Builders of the Navy F4U Corsair fighter, the men and 
women of Chance Vought Aircraft division of United Aircraft Corporation received 
official recognition of their outstanding accomplishments when the organization was | 


awarded the Army-Navy “E” last month, 

The award gained significance for the 
thousands of Vought workers when it be- 
came known that of the top American aces 
so far in this war, at least two have been 
flying Vought Corsair fighters. 

Rear Admiral DeWitt C. Ramsey, Chief 
of the Bureau of Acronautics, revealed that 
two of the three leading aces in the Pacific 
area are now flying Corsairs. Major Gregory 
Boyington, USMC, with 21 victories over 
Japanese planes, started out as a Flying Tiger. 
Hé now 1s flying a Corsair. Lieutenant Ken- 
neth A. Walsh, an outstanding Marine Cor- 
sair fighter, has downed at least 20 Jap planes. 

Chance Vought workers accepted the 
Army-Navy “E” award as a tribute to the re- 
markable -job they have done. The winning 
of the “E” was far from a simple job for 
Chance Vought Aircraft, Rex B. Beisel, gen- 
eral manager, said. 

At the time of Pearl Harbor, it was pointed 
out, the Corsair was still only in the develop- 
ment stage. Chance Vought was building the 
tough, versatile Kingfisher observation scout 
planes. The value of a 2,000-horsepower en- 
gine and such a big fighter plane had yet to 
be proven, 

The changeover to the Corsair—a larger 
and radically different airplane—was difficult. 
It required all the engineering and manu fac- 
turing skill which Vought was able to muster. 

To get production on the upgrade and keep 
it there, Chance Vought was not only called 
upon to increase its personnel and train these 
thousands of new workers, but also to set up 
a vast network of subcontractors and vendors 
upon whose efforts the success of the struggle 
to give the Navy more Corsairs also depend- 
ed, Mr. Beisel said. 

Interviewed at the ceremony, Bertram D. 
Taliaferro, factory manager, said changes in 
parts, tools and working procedure (many 
suggested by the workers themselves) have 
made a number of jobs in the production line 
quicker and easier to do. When all these 
changes were added up and a new time sched- 
ule made out, enough time was saved at each 
station on the assembly line to account for a 
20 per cent increase in over-all production.

Shot of Water Ups Engine Power 


At Touch of Button, Pilots of Fast Fighter Planes Get 
> Additional Burst of Pratt & Whitney Power 


EAST HARTFORD, Conn.—Fighter pilots flying Army P-47 Thunderbolts and 
certain Navy fighters powered with Pratt & Whitney Aircraft 2,000-horsepower Double 
Wasp engines now have added bursts of emergency power at their command through 


the development of a water injection device. 


At the pressure of a switch, the pilot can add considerably more power to his engine. 

The auxiliary equipment, a military secret up to this time, is designed to be used 
much as a pilot fires his machine guns. It gives an added surge to the 2,000-horsepower 
engine to increase the climb or speed when seconds separate victory from disaster. 
Using such a burst of speed, a pilot can gain position on an adversary or take success- 
ful evasive action not possible under ordinary conditions of operation. Its effective- 
ness has already been proved in actual combat. 

The application of water injection to the Double Wasp engine, one of the most pow- 
erful engines in large-scale production in the world, was first studied by Pratt & Whit- 
ney Aircraft engineers only a year ago. Experimental tests led to its possibilities being 
placed before the military authorities, and first orders were placed early this year. 


To speed the project, pending official ac- 
ceptance, Pratt 3 Whitney Aircraft on its 
own responsibility went ahead with the pro- 
duction of one thousand conversion units so 
that no time would be lost when military or- 
ders were signed, This action saved much 
time in getting the device into the combat area. 

On July 8 a Pratt & Whitney engineer 
started for England with two installations for 
Republic P-47 Thunderbolts of the Eighth 
Air Force Fighter Command, 

Parts for water injection also went to Ford 
at Dearborn for installation in Pratt & Whit- 
ney engines built there under license. 

In the meantime, arrangements were com- 
pleted for water injection on the engines that 
powered the Navy’s comparable fighters, and 
this equipment is in production. 

The installation of Pratt & Whitney Air- 
craft water injection has three advantages. 
First, the cooling effect of the vaporization 
in the cylinder is greater with water than 
with fuel. Second, the susceptibility to det- 
onation, which limits the power that can be 
taken from a cylinder, is lessened with the 
presence of water in the cylinder. Third, it 
produces more power because it permits the 
use of a leaner mixture from the carburetor.

Southwest of Kremenchug in the 
Dnieper bend, the Soviet com- 
munique said, the Russians in a 
sudden spurt captured five vil- 
lages, including strongly-fortified 
Bolshaya Makarinkha, only 10 
miles from the important railroad 
point of Znamenka.

Nor is any 
method established through which 
the governments of the New 
World, other than the government 
of the United States, may take 
part, 

In referring to the three govern- 
ments composing the London ad- 
visory commissions, Mr, Eden, in 
his report to the House of Com- 
mons upon the Moscow confer- 
ence, said on Nov. 11:

Another defense measure which 
the Americans have made their 
particular job since April is bomb- 
ing the factories which make 
planes, propellers and other parts. 
The United States Air Forces’ main 
campaign against these plants got 
under way in late July. 

Plane plants have been damaged 
at Bremen, Oschersleben, Kassel, 
Warnemunde, Marienburg, Anklam, 
Regensburg, Wiener Neustadt and. 
Leipzig. 

Silsbee said it is safe to say that 
the Regensburg damage denied the 
Germans at least 500 ME-109 
planes. The Kassel attack cut 
FW-190 planes by about 30 a 
month. 

The Bremen raid, made by For- 
tresses after the Royal Air Force 
bombing missed the big Focke- 


Wulf factory there, caused so much 


damage that reliable reports indi- 
cate the activities of that plant 
were removed to Marienburg. Later 
a series of attacks on the latter 
place slowed down or temporarily 
discontinued monthly production 
of about 150 Focke-Wulf 190’s. 

In October the Fortresses again 
returned to Marienburg in a series 
of raids which Col. Silsbee said 
put the plant out of production for 
many months and which may force 
its entire abandonment.

Halifax, who recently -set off 
speculation that the war might 
end suddenly when he said “any- 
thing can happen in Germany,” 
said that “the German’ leaders— 
and if they can be coerced, the 
people—will go on fighting even 
after they have lost all. hope of 
victory.” 

“Events of the past few weeks 
have given cold comfort” to the 
Nazi hopes for a break among the 
Allies, Halifax said, adding: 
may well be that they may have 
some more cold comfort within 
the next few days.” 


Three Gefman Hopes. 


In a speech before the St. An- 
drew’s Society here, the Ambassa- 
dor said three hopes sustain the 
German people in their desperate 
predicament. 

One is that war-weariness after 
long, costly battles might induce 
the Allies to make a negotiated 
peace. 

Assuring that the Nazis are in- 
dulging in wishful thinking, Hali- 
fax said, “we know only too well 
that for the Germans such a peace 
would merely be a truce, and that 
in 10 or 20 years’ time we should 
have the same thing to do all over 
again.” 

A second hope is that “they may 
tempt us to take too easy a view 
of the situation and so relax our 
efforts.” 

Finally, the Ambassador said, the 
Germans may think they can still 
drive a wedge into the unified Al- 
lied front. But the Moscow decla- 
rations made it clear that the Unit- 
ed Nations are going to stick to 
gethed to the end, he asserted. 


Nazi Balance Sheet. 


To illustrate his view that the 
German war capacity is on the 
downgrade but the Nazis still may 
put up a tough fight, Halifax 
cast up a German balance sheet, 
saying they may list as credits:

sidered overwhelmingly Demo 
cratic for many years. 

Unofficial returns from this dis- 
trict gave the Republican 29,832 
votes to 17,234 for the Democrat, 
a far greater majority than the 
most optimistic Republicans had 
dared to hope for. The election 
was for a successor to the late 
Representative Edward W. Creal, 
Democrat, who had carried the 
district by 10,040 in 1938, increased 
his majority to 16,114 in the 1946 
presidential year, but whose mar- 
gin in 1942 slumped to 4856. 

Yesterday’s by-election, so close 
after Democratic defeats in New 
York, New Jersey and Kentucky, 
gave substance to Alf M. Landon’s 
boast to the Republican congres- 
sional “freshmen” last night at an 
off-the-record dinner that the Re 
publicans sae carry the border 
states of Maryland, Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee and Oklahoma in next 
year’s presidential and congres- 
sional elections, 

Patronage Factor. 

In the recent governorship race 
in Kentucky, the Democrats car- 
ried the Fourth Congressional Dis- 
trict by only 280 votes, and Repub- 
licans were hopeful but by no 
means sure that Carrier. would 
win over Talbott who has been a 
Democratic local patronage dis- 
penser for the last three State 
Democratic administrations. 

Chairman Harrison E. Spangler 
of the Republican National Com- 
mittee was quick to claim that 
the Carrier victory foreshadowed 
the election of a Republican presi- 
dent and a Republican Congress, 
regardless of whether President 
Roosevelt seeks a fourth term. 

“The magnificent victory of 


Chester Carrier,” Spangler said, 
“marks the second time within 
the space of one month that the 
voters of the blue grass State have 
repudiated the New Deal. 

“In the gubernatorial election, 
the New Deal spokesman sought 
to convince the country that the 
voting was meaningless from a 
national standpoint. It will be in- 
teresting now to see whether he 
will admit that the people, when- 
ever they get the opportunity, are 
voting solidly against the waste 
and mismanagement in Washing- 
ton.

There is general ac- 
ceptance of the fact that this diplomatic 
move eradicated barriers which might 
have averted an early termination of the 
war and a solution to postwar interna- 
tional problems, 

The picture at home does not appear 
so bright. Little satisfaction can be ex- 
perienced locally until the dilemma with- 
in this country has been lifted. 

Until the feudal system of the South 
has been abolished, we can never be 
proud of America. It still looks as if the 
Tories of the Southland can continue the 
poll tax even against popular rejection 
by the majority of citizens. 

Postwar economic plans at this time 
seem about as vague as were plans for 
leading these United States out of the 
terrible depression back in 1931 and 1932. 
It looks as if veterans might again have 
the opportunity to sell apples, pencils and 
shoestrings on the street corners of our 
fair land. Planning councils and com- 
missions of local communities still seem 
to consist mainly of representatives of 
local vested interests who are more con- 
cerned about preserving the status quo 
than they are of making adequate em- 
ployment possible for returning veterans 
and future unemployed workers whose 
last work was in war industries. 

Some plans have been mentioned for 
reviving CCC camps and National Youth 
Administration projects for young vet- 
erans returning after the war. Would it 
not be brazen to have only such a puny 
offer to make to young men who had 
fought for their country? 

I sincerely hope that I am just a pes- 
simist and that things are not in such 
a sad state of affairs, However, right 
now I am skeptical. G. A. C

The War Leaders. Meet 


By every indication, official and unofficial, the 
Reuters dispatch of yesterday afternoon was au~ 
thentic. So, by a curious roundabout process, 
the world learns that Roosevelt, Churchill and 
Chiang Kai-shek have concluded a meeting at 
Cairo, and will shortly move on to Iran for con- 
ferences with Stalin, 

Even before we can learn the import of the 
decisions reached at the two meetings, the very 
fact that the United Nations’ leaders are meeting 
face to face ig a landmark not only in the course 
of the war, but in the development of a peaceful, 


secure world established on the principle of in- . 


ternationa] co-operation. 

Conferences by two of these leaders at a time 
—Roosevelt and Churchill, Churchill and Stalin— 
have done a great deal to establish wnity and plan 
strategy. Conferences of the Allied chiefs’ trusted 
agents, as at Moscow a few weeks ago, also have 
done much to advance the common cause. But 
full understanding and agreement could be at- 
tained only by a face-to-face meeting of tlese 
four heads of government. | 

For this purpose, each left or will leave his 
home capital, and made a long, hazardous journey 
to the meeting places. Undoubtedly, their diplo- 
matic and military advisers joined in the sessions, 
Undoubtedly, pronouncements of the greatest his- 
toric importance will result from the meetings. 

So at last the leaders of the millions fighting 
for the overthrow of Fascism and militarism, the 
leaders pledged to creation of a general world 
organization for keeping the peace, now shake one 
another’s hands, look into one another’s eyes, hear 
one another’s voices. The American, the Briton, 
the Slav and the Chinese, leaders of great and 
powerful peoples, at last are able to map their 
plans for the immediate military present and the 
co-operative future without contending with the 
barriers of distance and time. 

The events of these last few days are material 
for the historians of centuries to come. Yet the 
fact that the momentous Cairo conference had 
actually taken place came to the contemporary 
world in a strangely backhanded manner, by 
means of a Reuters dispatch from Lisbon, tssued 
in New York but not in London, based on no 
mote positive authority than the general phrase, 
“it is known here definitely.” Official sources 
were silent or uninformative. Yet the OWI, the 
official information agency, included the Reuters 
dispatch in its overseas broadcasts. 

This means of getting out the news is oddly in 
contrast with the handling of the Casablanca con- 
ference early this year. Many persons knew this 
was in progress, yet not one violated the confi- 
dence. Official announcement came from Wash- 
ington and London simultaneously, after the pub- 
lic had been notified by press and radio to ex- 
pect a news development of great importance. 

The formalities of the Casablanca announce- 
ment were overdone, but surely the world’s 
anxious milliong deserved a more definite notice 
of the Cairo cofiference than the roundabout bul- 
letin from Reuters. 

These are days of events which mold the fn- 
ture of every person in the world, and all our 
descendants. for years ahead. The Allied peoples 
will await patiently the announcement of the 
Cairo and Teheran decisions. But one and all 
want the news to be official, and not a disclosure 
that comes in a manner that creates confusion 
and may jeopardize the safety of the conference 
participants. 
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To Berlin—Via Home 


Of course they want to come home. Who 
wouldn’t after battling all the way from Kas- 
serine Pass to Falconara Mountain? Consider 
those men of the Fifth Army; veterans if ever 
there were any. Tough, determined, resourceful, 
consistently winning in the long, hard fight for 
Rome. 

Now that Christmas is almost here, who can 
reproach them for thinking of home? They are 
no weaklings if now and then a tear stains the 
rugged soil of Southern Italy to mingle with the 
blood of their comrades who have fallen in death 
or injury. Those are precious moments when 
they read and re-read their letters from home by 
flickering light just before they go wearily for 
sleep in their fox-holes or on improvised bunks, 

The one voice with which they answered the 
editorial suggestion of Stars and Stripes, service 
newspaper, that they wanted to see Berlin before 
coming home, was to be expected. They think 
that after many months of combat overseas, they 
should have leave at home. They speak out for 
what they want. They may complain and grum- 
ble. But show them another fight on the road 
to Germany and thére you will find them coolly 
taking the enemy’s measure. 

Still, they would like to detour by way of home 
—on the road to Berlin. Just as willingly, how- 
ever, if military necessity requires, they will make 
Berlin a side stop oh the way home, 
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Stalling by the Police Board 


The investigation which the Police Board has 
been making into the vice-ridden Lucas Avente 
District for several weeks has now flowered into 
a report by Police Inspector Mulcahy that no evi- 
dence of police graft can be found. If this is all 
Mulcahy has to report, it is a slight compliment 
to his powers of detection. The board will be 
derelict to its duty if it lets the investigation 
go at that. Its plain duty is to get to the bottom 
of the scandal, and, if Mulcahy is unequal to the 
job, to turn the assignment over to someone who 
can and will do it. ' 

The board, having found out nothing, is under- 
stood to be deliberating whether transfers, demo- 
tions or discharges, or some combination of these 
methods, should be the punishment. Would it 
not be rather more logical for the board, -before 
meting out the punishment, to determine who is 
guilty? A detail, perhaps, but an interesting one. 

Just what sort of nonsense is all this? First, 
the board busily finds that no one has done any- 
thing wrong, and then it busily discusses what 
penalties are to be assessed against the persons 
who are to be punished. Altogether, it is an im- 
plausible performance. 

Does the board expect citizens to believe it is 
a sheer coincidence that slot machines flourish 
on the side of the street that is in the Lucas dis- 
trict and are absent from the side of the street 
that is outside the district? 

The duties of the board are not too complex 
to understand, and they should not be too diffi- 


cult to perform unless policemen make materially 
poorer detectives tham other people. They are to 
fix the responsibility and punish the responsible. 

All the board has done up te the present has 
been to do nothing with a great show of hard 
labor.

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Thin Ice in Eastern Europe 

The pact which President Benes will sign in 
Moscow, and* which will open the way for the 
co-signature of any Czechoslovak or Russian 
neighbor not allied with Germany, will be a bid 
for Polish friendship of the greatest importance 
to the future security of Eastern Europe. 

Poland ig the only neighbor the two nations 
have in common. Once they have established, by 
pact, the principle that the Soviet Union bas no 


ambition to Bolshevize Europe, and have reaf- 


firmed the Moscow principle of co-operation be- 
tween nations with different forms of government, 
the design for accord will have been fashioned. 

These, in past history and present urgency, are 
the problems that might make for postwar discord 
in Eastern Europe: b8:4 

1. Early thia year Russia severed diplomatic 
relations with the Polish Government-in-Exile 
after it had requested an international Red Cross 
investigation of rumored Russian shooting of 
Polish officers near Smolensk. This incident 
brought to the boiling point several years of 
strained relations between the two governments, 
relations kept orderly only by the efforts of Pre- 
mier Sikorski, who was killed in a plane crash 
last July. : 

2. A week ago, Polish sources in Washington 
testily spread the intimation that Russia must 
recognize the 1921 frontier of Poland as she 
crosses it in pursuit of Nazi armies, or meet re- 
sistance from the Poles themselves. This fol- 
lowed the recent statement by Soviet Ambassa- 
dor Oumansky in Mexico City, who said that 
Russia recognizes only the frontier drawn in 1939. 
It includes the Western part of White Russia and 
the Western Ukraine, as well as the three tiny 
Baltic states. | 

3. Russia remembers well that she was forced 
to surrender these areas by the Treaty of Riga 
after Pilsudski’s war of aggression against her, 
placing, according to the Encyclopedia Britannica, 
“four million Russians under the Polish flag.” 
This historic injustice, committed when the So- 
viet Union was young, weak and worn by revo- 
lution and civil war, Moscow feels must be righted 
by whatever boundary settlements are made, 

4. Pre-war Polish suspicion of Bolshevism was 
no sharper than Russian suspicion of the Polish 
Government, an iron-fisted military dictatorship 
that persecuted minorities, conducted pogroms and 
made no pretense of democracy. 

5. The Polish Government-in-Exile had hoped 
to set up a federation of nations in Hastern Eu- 
rope, with Poland as its fulcrum, establishing a 
cordon sanitaire along Russia’s Western border. 

Poland will have to live next door to a strong 
Russia. At the price of lost territory, she will 
very likely have to return to their own land those 
Russian nationals who were converted unwillingly 
into Poles by treaty. She will need the friend- 
ship of Czechoslovakia, will want membership in 
whatever co-operative group of nations may grow 
from the seeds of accord that were planted in 
Moscow. Both are opened to her by the pact 
Benes now negotiates, with the apparent approval 
of both Britain and the United States,

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Postwar Planning for Youth 


The issue of juvenile delinquency in St. Louis 
demands closest scrutiny. Certainly we can give 
the issue as much consideration here as it is re- 
ceiving from a special Senate subcommittee on 
wartime health and education, which is hearing 
jurists, psychologists, penologists and social work- 
ers this week in Washington. 

True that St. Louis, with a\ juvenile delinquency 
increase of 6 per cent in 1942 over the previous 
year, is far more fortunate than cities of the 
same size and larger. But the stubborg roots of 
the problem are spreading. There are more and 
more homes broken by separation and divorce, 
more and more homes neglected by the employ- 
ment of both parents, by a shrugging off of 
parental responsibility. There may not have been 
a sharp rise in the incidence of child abandon- 
ments, one shocking symptom of social displace- 
ment, as in Chicago. We may have been spared 
the scandal of maladministration in a day nursery 
or foster home, such as recently focused the at- 
tention of New York on its own problem of 
proper child care and guidance. ” 

But the records for 1943 are certain to present 
a darker picture, and we are inadequately pre- 
pared to lighten it. 

Every community has a big investment in its 
youth, through schools and playgrounds, through 
social agencies, through churches. Their direc- 
tors have the joint responsibility of making use 
of all their facilities, full-time, week ends and 
holidays, to bring youngsters together for con- 
structive recreation that in part supplants the 
care many fack at home. 

Co-ordination of all public and private means 
of guiding young people, under a committee for 
joint action, is the first step. The second might 
well be supervised self-government, a delegation 
of personal responsibility to the boys and girls 
themselves, in all communities where the prob- 
lem is acute. 

Our postwar citizens need, now, their share of 
postwar planning. |

When you’ve attempted to convert British 
Imperial gallons into equivalent American 
liquid units with a Cuban and a Brazilian 
(no one of you understanding a word 
another says), you begin to comprehend the 


‘difficulties in the way of postwar United 


Nations co-operation. 


It was partly with this in mind that three 
of us, attached to American subchasers 
that had convoyed merchant ships of half 
a dozen nationalities and had to do with 
war vessels of as many Allied navies, deter- 
mined to give a party for a group of Mex- 
ican naval men with whom we have been 
temporarily involved. 


Our blanket invitation was graciously 
accepted by all the Mexican officers in port, 
whose number we had first estimated to be 
10. As it turned out, some 50 guests arrived 
at our rented bungalow. 

The first 15 minutes after the Mexicans’ 
arrival are best described (in the idiom of 
a language cognate to our guests’ own), as 
a “mauvais quart d’heure.” It was sticky 
as the season's first meeting of a children’s 
dancing class, 

The Mexican officers, immaculate in dress 
uniforms, lined up against one wall. Oppo- 
site them were the Americans, as stiff as 
their starched whites. Normally vivacious 
young women, finding the atmosphere 
formidable, huddled together ineffectually. 


Things Are Got Started 


The three of us responsible retreated to 
the bar-kitchenette for consultation. Then 
with desperate determination we set our- 
selves to the tasks of mixing drinks and 
guests, 

Welcome aid came with the arrival. of 
our ranking American guest, a three-stripe 
commander, whose years in service had 


apparently inured him to situations of this 


sort, and who was soon in animated con- 
versation with the senior Mexican, whose 
looped aiguillettes had. in some degree 
daunted the rest of us. 


Since, however, the gold-draped Mexican 
was the only one of his countrymen with 
much fluency in English, the monopolizing 
of him by the commander would have cut 
us off altogether from the rigid, unap- 
proachable line of Mexicans had it not 
been for the commander’s wife and a 
woman friend of hers whose manner had 
all the charm and firmness of an exper> 
enced chaperone of high school proms. 
These women, with some six words of 
Spanish between them, quickly and without 


apparent effort succeeded in crossing the

Purpose of Unconditional Surrender Policy

Some observers assert that the demand 
for the unconditional surrender of Germany 
and Japan may prolong the war, the theory 
being that the Axis powers will decide to 
fight to the very last ditch rather than run 
the risk of total helplessness.

Fill Grim, Challenging Book 


“They Shall Inherit the Earth,”’ by Otte Zoff. Trans- 
jlatea by Anne Garrison, Introduction by Dorothy 
Canfield.

Here is a most challenging appeal in be- 
half of the children of a war-torn world. The 
question with this writer is, What are we 
going to do about these innocent, long-suf- 
fering victims of our war? 

Mr. Zoff portrays their lot dramatically, 
yet unsent?mentally, His unpretty story is 
not taken wholly from Government reports 
or Quaker records. He has been on the 
scene, and knows the reparation that will 
have to be made by all the world to these 
children.

Acute realization comes to the reader of 
this book. He feels what it is to see a 
starving child, or a child bombed to death 
in the street.

The author wants the reader to see and 
feel these things. As Dorothy Canfield says 
of Mr. Zoff, in her introduction, “the man 
who fills this book with provable, ascer- 
tained facts is broken-hearted over the mis- 
ery of children.” Anguish over the sights is 
inevitable, but only with this knowledge 
can the reader appreciate and be trained 
for the postwar planning that has to be 
done now. 

Anyone who wonders why he is giving to 
the War Chest or to the Red Cross might 
well read the poignant stories this book 
tells.

The immediate problem is clear 
enough: the German state through 
its armed might is holding captive, 
and indeed in slavery, most of the 
nations of Europe, Fortress Eu- 
rope is a prison, which must be 
opened not only by breaking down 
the prison doors, but by attacking 
the jailers till they drop the keys 
to those doors. In attacking the 
German people, whose sons are the 
jailers of Europe, many innocent 
Germans—women, children and old 
folk—perish. But if we refrained 
from attacking the cities like Ber- 
lin, Hamburg, Cologne, from which 
the subjugation of Europe is di- 
rected, implemented and enforced, 
still more innocent people of all 
sorts in the captive nations must 
perish. 

The destruction being visited 
upon civilian Germany is not, 
therefore, wanton in that it is in- 
dubitably a potent means of has- 
tening the liberation of the victims 
of the German state. We could 
only spare Berlin at the cost of 
prolonging the agony of countless 
millions who are the victims of the 
power organized and directed from 
Berlin.

dna will, we may suppose, be 
little argument among men of 
scrupulous conscience about this 
phase of the matter. But there is 
an ultimate question which reaches 
the moral basis of the terms to be 
imposed upon our enemies when 
they are defeated and have sur- 
rendered, It is how far the people 
of Germany are to be held respon- 
wible for the acts of the German 
atate. The question is profound 
and it is complicated. But we 
must begin to seek sincerely and 
humbly for the right answer.

Must we not begin—and I say 
this as a genuine inquiry—by ex- 
amining this question: if the Ger- 
man people—not individual Ger- 
mans as such but the German 
people organized as a sovereign 
state—are a member of the society 
of nations, can we deny the respon- 
sibility of the German people for 
the acts of that state without deny- 
ing them their claim to form a 
sovereign state? 


If it is true, as some maintain, 
that the German people are not 
accountable for the fact that the 
German state has been a criminal 
menace to the world, then it fol- 
lows, does it not, that the German 
people are not fitted for self-gov- 
érnment? How can they be accord- 
ed the rights of a sovereign nation 
without being accountable for the 
results? 


If, therefore, it is to be argued 
that not the German nation but 
only Hitler and his gang are ac- 
countable, it would follow that 
when we remove Hitler and his 
gang, the Allies rather than the 
Germans must govern Germany, 
govern it beneficently and pater- 
nally if you like, but govern it. 

The argument for regarding the 
German nation as innocent is, if 
we really examine it, an argument 
which ends in the conclusion that,

cannot have the moral right of 
independence and sovereignty if 
the nation is to be absolved of 
moral responsibility.

T is often said that those who 
mean to hold the German nation 

responsible for the acts of the 

German state are unjust to the 

German nation. But, in fact, ag a 

matter of morals, the question at 

issue is whether the Germans as a 

nation are to be regarded ag adults, 

endowed with reason and with 
freedom of will and therefore mor- 
ally responsible, or whether they 
are to be regarded as wayward 
children or criminally insane, who, 
lacking the capacity. to distinguish 
between right and wrong, must be 
put in the custody of guardians, 
When this ultimatum issue is 
faced, we may see that those who 
wish to hold the German nation 
responsible are, though the mate- 
rial consequences may be hard, 
showing a higher human respect 
for the German nation and its 
future place in human society 
than are those who wigh to treat 
the nation as morally irresponsible. 

For, if the nation ig to be treated 

as morally irresponsible, how can 

it ever be restored to an equal 
place among the nations?

This is, I venture to suggest 
quite tentatively, the root of the 
matter. If it is, then there follows 
from it the question of how, if the 
German nation ig held responsible, 
punishment may be limited to the 
minimum necessary to be deter-

The answer to that crucial ques- 
tion cannot be given by the Allies. 
If our fundamental prineiple is 
that the German nation is human, 
has freedom of will and is morally 
responsible, then the acts of the 
Germans can alone answer the 
question. In so far ag they punish 
their criminal leaders, they will 
relieve the Allies of the burden of 
inflicting punishment, In so far 
aa they themselves act with moral 
responsibility, which means doing 
acts of repentance and reparation, 
they will restore their right to sov-

SOCIAL SECURITY PLAN 
FOR MEDICINE OPPOSED 


Group Hospital, Inc., Execu- 
tive Attacks Proposal as ‘An- 
other Hidden Tax’ Idea. 


Proposed plans for extending 
the Federal social security pro- 
gram to include’ so-called social- 


ized medicine constitute a method 
devised by politicians to burden 
the people with another hidden 
tax and to cdtain more money for 
governmental spending, Ray F. 
McCarthy, executive director of 
Group Hospital, Inc., declared in 
an address last night. 

“IT believe the hospitalization 
plan in social security is dishon- 
est,” McCarthy said at a meeting 
of the St. Louia. Medical Society 
at 3839 Lindell levard. “To 
combat such a plan physicians 
must devise some program of 
their own that will be acceptable 
to the people.” 

Advocates of the Beveridge plan 
of prepayment for medical serv- 
ices have not yet been willing, Mc- 
Carthy said, to say just how guch 
a plan would be financed in the 
‘ United States. 

“What would apply to Great 
Britain, which is a compact little 
area under a powerful centralized 
form of government, would not 
be practical] in the United States, 
sprawled as it is over hundreds 
of miles and governed by more 
than 18,000 governmental units 
with a loosely knit centralized 
leadership,” he asserted. “To date 
the proposed plans for socialized 
medicine would not take care of 
everyone. Only seven out of 10 
would benefit. 

“The American people are look- 
ing for leadership in this struggle 
for social reform. You doctors 
have a grand opportunity to grasp 
that leadership with a program 
that will thwart the present dis- 
honest plans for 
control of physicians.” 

A paper that was to have been 
oe by Dr. Frank R. Brad- 
ey, superintendent of Barnes Hos- 
pital, was read at the meeting by 
John B. O’Brien; of Group Hospi- 
tal, Inc., because Dr. Bradley was 
called out of the city.

Lt. Cmdr. Dudley W. Morton 
Skippered Crew That Sank 
19 Enemy Vessels. 


LOS ANGELES, Dec. 1 (AP). — 
Thrice-decorated 36-year-old Lt. 
Comdr. Dudley W. Morton, whose 
American submarine crew is cred- 
ited with sinking at least 19 enemy 
ships, has been reported missing in 
action, 

His wife, Mrs. Harriett Morton, 
disclosed that ahe had been so ad- 
vised by the Navy Department, but 
told reporters she did not know 
where hia craft had been operating 
recently, since no further details 
were contained in the telegram 
from Washington, 

While Morton's latest ship as- 
signment has not been announced, 
he and his crew won fame early 
thig year through a series of sea 
victories achieved by the submar- 
ine Wahoo, which he then com- 
manded. 

Exploits of Morton's undersea 
vessel included the sinking of an 
1800-ton Japanese destroyer and 
a four-ship convoy, aggregating 30,- 
000 tons, at Wewak Harbor, New 
Guinea, last January, and eight 
other ships in enemy waters during 
a second mission reported last 
April, In the latter engagement a 
ninth vessel was damaged and a 
trawler and two sampans wrecked, 
The two patrols resulted in de- 
struction of 69,000 tons of enemy 
shipping. 

Prior to the New Guinea action, 
for which Morton received the Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross from Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur, the submarine 
sank a combat veasel and two aux- 
iliary craft. 

Morton, who also wore the Navy 
Cross with gold star, was a native 
of Kentucky. He and Mra, Morton, 
from DeKalb, Ill,, met at Tsingtao, 
China, in 1935, and were married 
there in 1936.

He did this, he said, because he 
had just come upon a section of 
the National Association rules 
which he had overlooked before. 
The reversal was carried through 
the convention in spite of loud pro- 
tests from the International League 
and American Association and in 
the midst of the row, Clarence M. 
Schindler, president of the Inter- 
national League’s Syracuse (N. Y.) 
club, walked out of the meeting 
with the statement that “this is 
illegal.” 

Agreement Renewed. 


Following Bramham's re-election 
for his fourth term as minor 
league czar, the “revolution” stirred 
up by several loops throughout the 
first three days of the annual win- 
ter meeting collapsed completely 
as the convention voted to renew 
the major-minor league agreement.

“Agri- 
culture will need the co-operation 
and sympathy of consumer, indus- 
trial management and, perhaps, la- 
bor groups in the future postwar 
worki, 

“T haven't the slightest sympathy 
for those who want subsidies as 
an end in themselves,” Davis, who 
recently resigned as Federal Food 
Administrator, went on. “But I 
ibelieve it is necessary in wartime 
for some government funds to be 
spent in the form of subsidies. 
Wise food management should be 
left a measure of freedom so that 
Federal funds might be spent in 
the best way to produce most of 
the important’ foods.”

City s Oldest House Faces Last Days 


Unless Preserved as Landmark, 


By Helen Clanton 


OR almost a century and a 
F quarter now, the old Guion 

house has been a landmark in 
Carondelet. Travelers marked the 
ferry route across the Mississippi 
by the house on the hill, and the 
dock in front of it was kept busy 
with the river traffic of the past 
hundred years. 
call the simple stone and clap- 
board dwelling the oldest left in 
St. Louis. But unless some civic- 
minded society or individual 
moves to save it, the old Guion 
house must go. 

Mrs. Katherine Maury Tucker- 
man, the present owner of the 
house at 5815 Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, does not wish to see it de- 
molished. It has been the home 


of her family for seventy years, . 


and six generations have lived 
there. But the cost of needed re- 
pairs and unkeep, together with 
annual taxes, make it impractical 
for her t6 maintain. 

“Just the other day,” 
Tuckerman recalls, “as I was 
walking home down Pennsylvania 
avenue, I saw workmen around 
the old house. My first thought 
was—‘Have the wreckers come al- 
ready to tear down the house? 
And am I actually going to let 
them do it?’ I felt as if I were 
giving up a member of my own 
family.” 

The wreckers haven't come yet, 
and won't, if Mrs. Tuckerman can 
find a way to save it. It-is her 
hope that some one will see fit 
to make the oldest house in St. 
Louis a historical shrine. 

“We don’t try to attach events 
of historical importance to the 
house,” she explains. “There are 
many stories about famous people 
having visited it in the old days. 
We discount most of these. We 
simply believe that the Guion 
house ig the oldest left in St. 
Louis.” :

OCAL rumor has it that Lac- 
L lede landed on Missouri soi] at 
the foot of the hill before the 
Guion house; Dickens is supposed 
to have visited the place when he 
came to the United States; early 
owners used the modest building 
successively as a postoffice, tav- 

ern, and general store. 

Early records show that the 
builder Guion, describéd as a 
“farmer, fur trader and small capi- 
talist,” bought the land in 1819 for 
$100 from Pierre Chouteau Sr. 
Guion was no doubt attracted by 
the broad view of the river which 
the site commanded, It was this 
view which appealed to Mrs. Cor- 
nelia Field, grandmother of the 
present owner, who’ bought the 
Guion property in 1874. Now, two 
streets lie between the old house 
and the river, and scattered build- 
ings all’ but hide the river from 
its view.

The 
layman should do no less, 
Teachers, psychologists, physi- 
cians and surgeons need 'to work 
together pooling their knowledge, 
to do effective work in the field 
of mortal mind. Even then they 
have to lean hard on faith and 
pray for skill and understanding 


equal to the test. That is why | 


untrained, inexperienced people 
should never take upon themselves 
any responsibility for a decision 
concerning a child’s mental state.

gion, it is built of stone, partially 
covered with clapboards long de- 
void of paint. Its foundation of 
stone is flush with the street and 
a double verandah across the front 
overlooks the river. There is a 
simple floor plan—one large room 
on the first and second floors, a 
narrow hall and staircase at the 
back. No major change has ever 
been made in its original plan or 
architecture. 

Guion kept the house only seven 
years before selling it to his broth- 
er-in-law, Richard Milligan. From 
1827 to 1848, the property changed 
hands several times. Dr. George 
F. Eichelberger, who owned the 


place for a time, had enough re- 


spect for the modest little house 
to leave it standing. At the rear 
he built a large frame house for 
his family. It is this house which 
has served as a residence for Mrs, 
Tuckerman’s family since 1874. 

“In my lifetime/’ Mrs. Tucker- 
man points out, “The Guion house 
was never used ag a complete res- 
idence, My grandmother used it 
for the overflow activities of our 
large family, We used the large 
room on the first floor as a par- 
lor, and the second floor as a din- 
ing room and kitchen.” 

In 1928, when the city paved that 
section of Pennsylvania avenue in 
front of the Guion house, it was 
discovered that the house was set 
15 feet over the city line, Miss 
Cornelia Maury, artist sister of 
Mrs, Tuckerman who owned the 
property then, had the house moved

Surrounding the house are many 
old trees, and a tangled mass of 
vines and bushes.

“Tree surgeons 
have estimated the age of the 
tree as 150 years,” Mrs. Tucker- 
man says. “My great grandfather, 
N, M. Ludlow, sat under this tree 
to write his book, ‘Dramatic Life 
As I Found It.’ Mr. Ludlow, 
known as the pioneer actor of the 
West, traveled up and down the 
Mississippi with his dramatic pro- 
ductions, from St. Louis to New 
Orleans. He lived with his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Field, who was my 
grandmother, on the Guion prop- 
erty until his death. My parents, 
Mr. and Mrs, William Maury, con- 
tinued to live in the house, and 


§ ‘interic lines characterize the 
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my husband and I raised our own 
family here.” 

The late Gustavus Tuckerman, 
husband of the present owner, 
was for many years civic secre- 
tary of the City Club in St. Louis. 
A great reader, Mr. Tuckerman 
established the grounds of the 
Guion house as a meeting place 
for St. Louisans interested in the 
theater. “We used to have supper 
out under the trees,” Mrs. Tucker- 
man recalls, “and Mr. Tuckerman 
would read us the latest plays. 
oe always stood under the big 
elm.” 

Tuckerman inherited the 
property from her artist sister, 
Miss Cornelia Maury, who used 


~the quaint little house as a sub- 


ject for many sketches and paint- 
ings. An oil portrait of Mrs. 
Maury, Mrs. Tuckerman’s mother, 
painted by Miss Maury, hangs in 
the living room of the Tuckerman 
home. 

“Since I have been forced to 
consider razing the old place,” 
Mrs, Tuckerman says, “I have 
had several] opportunities to sell 
to private owners. But I’m going 
to hang on, waiting, if possible, 
until some organization decides to 
preserve the house for its his- 
torical interest. I’m hoping the 
right party will come along.’ ’ 


War Creates 
New Trouble 


For Doctors

HE civilian doctor who goes 
T into military or naval service 

finds himself in a new world. 
Not only is he up against a whole 
new way of life, new disciplines 
and new routines, but he begins 
the handling of patients the like 
of which he has never seen before. 

How many civilian surgeons had 
any experience prior to 1942 in 
the treatment of gunshot wounds? 
How many civilian physicians have 
had any experience in tropical 
diseases? I can assure you that 
the answer to both euuiticna is 
very few. 

The medical colleges and the 
medical departments of the Army 
and Navy are preparing the new 
crop of doctors for this experience. 
In my own school at least 90% of 
the medical students are in Army 
or Navy uniforms. An Army of- 
ficer and a Navy officer are sta- 
tioned in one of the school build- 
ings and the “cadets” are taught 
drill and other forms and features 
of Army and Navy life.

FOR THE FIRST time in its 
history this school now has «a 
course in tropical diseases. The 
most casual review of the faculty 
showed that no member had any 
knowledge of the subject, so a 
faculty member was sent to Tulane 
University, New Orleans, to take a 
course and he has now returned 
and is teaching junior and senior 
students the features of those trop- 
ical diseases which they are likely 
to see on the outposts of the world. 

But the war has affected civilian 
life and the civilian physician's 
habits of practice, One of the New 
York clinics reports that since the 
war has hit its stride and our own 
boys are in it, there is a notable 
increase in cases of activity of the 
thyroid gland among the civil 
population. Mothers, wives, sis- 
ters and fathers and brothers 
think and brood over some fellow 
who may be under gunfire or 
worse and, as has been well known 
for years, the nervous system 
stimulates the thyroid gland and 
it in turn stimulates the nervous 
system over again and a vicious 
circle is established.

THE STORY IS TOLD of a Lon- 
don surgeon who was called on to 
treat an air raid victim. The 
X-ray showed that an unexploded 
air craft shell was imbedded in 
the tissues of his thigh. The 
bomb squad experts recognized it 
as an armor-piercing projectile 
which might explode any minute. 
The surgeon and his assistants 
were game and finally removed the 
high explosive package safely in 
what a colleague described as “the 
most delicate operation of his 
career.” 

Fortunately in the United States 
the civilian surgeon has not yet 
been called on to treat gunshot 
wounds and it is to be hoped that 
he never will. But the general as- 
pects of his practice have under- 
gone great changes, nevertheless, 
due to the war.
